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Fire rips through a 
family’s business

A blaze that required firefighters 
from Didsbury, Carstairs and Olds 
to respond has destroyed the River 
Rock Custom Processing plant four 
kilometres south of Didsbury. 

The conflagration ripped through 
the provincially inspected abattoir 
March 15, just 10 months after Dereck 
and Andrea Van Sickle reopened it to 
serve their Angus Store retail outlet. 
No one was hurt in the fire. 

The Van Sickles started their River 
Rock purebred Angus herd in 2004, 
then opened the Angus Store retail 
outlet for Sterling Angus beefsteaks, 
burgers, roasts, smokies and jerky 
on their farm, five kilometres east of 
Innisfail on Highway 590. 

“We were doing all our process¬ 
ing at River Rock,” said Dereck Van 


Sickle the day after the March 15 fire. 
“We’U be tight on supply at the store 
until we find another processor.” 

“It's too early to say what comes 
next. The investigation into the cause 
has just been completed,” he said. 

Van Sickle said he and Andrea must 
determine insurance coverage and 
related matters before making a deci¬ 
sion on the future of replacing the 
burnt-out facility. 

The investigation into the fire was 
conducted by the Didsbury Fire 
Department, said Jeremy Wagner 
of the Alberta Office of the Fire 
Commissioner. The cause was deter¬ 
mined to be the overheating of an 
hydraulic pump. 

The plant was previously occupied 
by Didsbury Meat Processing and was 
closed about 10 years ago. The facil¬ 
ity was acquired by the Van Sickles. 

The V;m Sickles are third-gener¬ 


ation beef farmers. They produce 
replacement cattle and finished beef. 
They grow their own natural forages, 
limit the use of antibiotics and don't 
use hormones. So the Sterling beef 
they sell is designated as “natural.” 

In the wake of a rash of outdoor 
fires in Mountain View County, 
authorities imposed a complete fire 
him March 10. Effective March 18, the 
restriction was amended to a partial 
fire ban. 

Open fires, fireworks and recrea¬ 
tional fires, unless they are in an 
acceptable firepit, and permit build¬ 
ing fires are still prohibited. 

Exceptions are fires in acceptable 
firepits, acceptable fireplaces, barbe¬ 
cues, household fireplaces and AER 
fliuing. All current fire permits and 
fireworks permits are suspended. 

A county spokesperson could not 
give a time when the ban would end.

For many, competitive hockey ends 
at midget. But for several Olds resi¬ 
dents, the Mountainview Colts junior B 
hockey gave them the chance to keep 
playing the sport they love, close to 
home.

Pedersen is one of 10 Olds play¬ 
ers on the Heritage Junior Hockey 
League (HJHL) finalist's roster, includ¬ 
ing Clinton Armitage, Tyson Schmidt, 
Keaton Perigny, Quint in Thorbum, 
Chad Jamieson, Colton Anderson, 
Ryan Klinek, Evan Ingram and Thomas 
Della Siega. 

Also on the Colts roster are Olds 
College students Jacob Vander Zaag, 
Nicholas Miluch and Jack Vergouwen. 

Grizzlys business manager Joel 
Hunter coached them all when they 
were midget AA players in Olds Minor 
Hockey. 

During Hunter's time as coach, the 
midget AA Mustangs (as they were

called back then), captured back-to- 
back league titles during the 2011-12 
and 2012-13 seasons. 

In 2012-13, they also won the midget 
AA provincial championship. 

"1 think the most important thing • 
is giving kids a chance to play past 
midget. It's huge to have a local oppor¬ 
tunity for them to play competitive 
hockey ... and to be able to stay home 
and still work, go to school, do what¬ 
ever they want to do. A lot of them 
want to keep playing and a lot of 
them are really good hockey players,' 1 
Hunter said. 

There are a few differences playing 
in the HJHL versus the AJHL. The regu- 
lar season schedule is only 38 games 
long, compared to 60. 

For junior B players in Alberta, the 
highest level tournament is the Western 
Canadian Jr. B Championship, where 
teams vie for the Keystone Cup. There 
currently is no national championship. 

To get there, this Colts team must 
first win its league championship and 
qualify for provincials. They will play 
the Cochrane Generals in the final 
series. 

As an HJHL finalist, the Colts would 
have already qualified for a spot at 
provincials. However, because another 
HJHL team, the Red Deer Vipers is 
hosting the tournament and automatic¬ 
ally gets to play, the Colts must win 
the league championship to earn their 
berth.

The Show And 
Shine they stage for collectable cars is arguably 
the biggest and most successful day of the year in 
Didsbury. 

The Car Club may be the most muscular volunteer 
organization however Show and Shine is just one 
event. The Car Cruz and the soapbox derby make 
three. 

The Mountain View Arts Society has a successful 
two-day festival in September and this year will host 
a Days of Yore re-enactors’ festival on Heritage Day 
weekend at the beginning of August. 

The Chamber of Commerce, the Town and the 
Mountain View Arts Society host a travel, trade and 
arts show and sale for two days in April. 

There is Country Christmas, a one-day collab¬ 
oration of downtown business and the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The Curling Club hosts a Farmers and Ranchers 
bonspiel that runs for a week. 

The Ag Society holds a very good rodeo weekend. 

When the weather cooperates there will be the first 
annual Dogsled Derby. 

One thing that Didsbury has become very good at is 
hosting weekend festivals. 

The above list is of ten mtyor events successful 
in their own right and does not include everything, 
such as the Ramblers hockey tournament, that could 
be bigger. 

Didsbury does one thing better than any other com¬ 
munity in the Highway Two golden corridor and does 
so without a major hotel and not many restaurants. 

Didsbury hosts festivals. 

People here have forgotten more than volunteers 
in other towns know about making a success out of 
a weekend event.
